WANTED—NURGES TO WORK 

Wa have grown into the habit of thinking thet enly the elder women 
who have held the important national effless for many yeare are capable 
of carrying on the work of our larger associations, but when ene gots 
inte touch with groupe of muress active in local werk ene fads younger 
women carrying on these affairs with ability end realines thet if 
were put forward into places of greater responsibility they would rico 
to the essasion. 

We must bear in miind that committees work has two sides, the carry- 
ing forward of the work of the organisations end, not less important, 
the education of the members who are doing the werk. Fer that reason 
alone there should be, in cur judgment, frequent rotation in office. 

In the amendment of cur by-laws of the American Nurses’ Associa- 
tion the six directers are elected annually instead of fer a term of three 
years, es hes been the custom. It has been suggested that we cought to 
have three younger women training on the beard of directers of the 
national association and on the beard of directors of the Jounwal, who 
would expect to do some of the drudgery of those beards, with the ides 


Cress, the Robb Fund, and the Relief Fund are fair examples. Mere- 
over, we believe that the time is coming when it should be perhaps an

PROGRESS OF STATE REGISTRATION 

A mumeun of states hold annual mestings in October, and from the 
reports that have come in, as well as in the mestings we attended, there 
is evidence of agitation for the amendment of a number of laws that 
have been in operation some years, the feeling being that as much progress 
has been made as is possible under their present form. Of course in 
some of the states that have more recently secured registration, the 
necessity for amendment is not so apparent, in the others there seems to 
be as strong a feeling for amendment as there was in the beginning for 
the original bills.

Trrnomw fever as a disease to be treated and nursed possesses many 
features that render it particularly fascinating. From the 
of the nurse this is very true. The patient is ill, in the first place. He 
is utterly helpless in her hands. He is suffering from an acute dicsace 
from which he is apt to die unless he receives the proper treatment, yet 
from a dissase the mortality of which is relatively low when the proper 
care is exercised. He is suffering from eo dissace which will render him 
sick for weeks end will leave him much weakened, yet much can be dene 
to offset this by the proper regulation of the dict, in which che can 
greatly aid the physician. He is cuffering from an acute dissase and if 
he recovers he may expect to be as well as formerly, thus the depressing 
element which is ever present in the nursing of the chronically-ill is dene 
away with. Then in addition to this there is the constant watehfulness 
thet must ever be practiced on the part of the nurse, fer it is en her 
powers of observation that the physician must rely chiefly for the early 
secognition ef those grave and not infrequent accidents, hemershage and 
The combination of these elements makes the nussing of

It has been known to live for five months in 
feces, this being, however, during the winter. The emptying of the 
eewage of many large cities on the coast into the rivers renders the chance 
organieme ie eliminated. 
The intestinal tract of every typhoid case practically EEE 
bacilli. In addition to being excreted in the faces they are also excreted 
carried out. One well-known example of this, as quoted in Ocler’s “ Text- 
Beek en Medicine” is that of a town suffering from an epidemic in the 
early epring. The water supply of this town was from e stream, on the 
banks of which during the preceding winter there hed been a case of 
typhoid fever. The excreta from this case hed been thrown cut on the 
enow and remained there until the spring thaw washed the organiems 
inte the water and thence to the town. This case also illustrates the fact 
thet the organiems can live for some monthe in the feces during the 
winter csason. Other epidemics have been traced to single cases in the 
families of dairymen, where the milk hee become contaminated, and scores 
ef cases have resulted in consequence. These examples are cimply cited | 
to emphasise the fact that it is a necessity ef the first importance to ese e 
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to it that the excreta are thoroughly disinfected. Means of disinfection 
will be taken up later. 

But not only should the excreta be disinfected, the linen also is « 
source of danger. There have been cases traced to the handling of linen 
efter it has passed through the laundry. If it is dangerous after it hes 
come beck from the laundry, it is of much greater danger to these working 
in that institution. Further than this all of the china used by the patient 
must be considered infected, and not only disinfected every time used 
but aleo kept separate and for his use alone. 


Turning now to the best means of disinfecting the excreta, we will — 
consider first the fmces. Since typhoid fever is an infection involving 
the intestinal tract, it is natural to look first to the faces as an excretory 
vehicle. Ordinary lime is used as a means of disinfection sometimes.

} contaminated. A fly lighting upon the patient’s bed and passing thence 
t to the dining table will very easily infect other members of the family,

| flies come in contact with the patient or his bed. This is best accom- 
: plished by proper screening of the room. If this is impossible, a mos- 
: quito netting should be over the bed. 
This is probably very good for the disinfection of privies and similar cases 
before being disposed of. Bichloride of mercury, though a powerful 
disinfectant, is not so efficient in the case of the fsces. 
: Many organiems are excreted by way of the kidneys. This is to be 
| expected, for the dissase, especially in its early etages, is a bacteramis. 
Hence it is incumbent upon the nurse to disinfect the. urine as well as 
| the fces. This is best done by using ene of two agents, bichleride of 
| mercury or carbolic acid. The first chould be used in the strength of 
one to one thousand. Of this a volume equal to that of the urine chould 
be added and the whole allowed to stand for two hours. If the latter, 
| carbolic acid, is weed it should be in the strength of one to twenty and 
should aleo be added in volume equal to thet of the urine and the whele 
; allowed to stand for two hours. 
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eight that thie is an unnecessary precaution, one the reason for which 
evuld be easily econ in tuberculosis, but which erems unduly careful in 
typhoid. Such is not the case. ‘The organisms are found in the sputum 
and it is cur duty to destroy the organisms wherever found. 

Chieride of lime makes an efficient disinfectant for the bath water. 
This may be added to the water in the tub and allowed to stand for two 
hours. The linen should be soaked in carbolic acid solution for two 
hours and then boiled for at least thirty minutes. The carbolic acid 
should be of the strength of one to twenty. Let me again mention that 
cases have been known to have been contracted from linen back from the 
laundry. Finally all utensils should be boiled for at least thirty minutes 
after using. Also all utensils should be kept strictly isolated. The faith- 
fal observance of all of these points will give the nurse the satisfaction 
of knowing that her patient is at least a source of danger to no one other 
than herself. | 

We turn now to consider the other side of the question, How is the 
nurse to protect herself? The sum and substance of all rules that can 
be given for this lies in two words, “ Be careful.” She must remember 
thet it is cafe, and the only safe thing, to consider the whole of her 
patient and everything that comes in contact with him to be contaminated 


with typhoid organiems. Such organisms transferred from the patient 
te her hands and from her hands to her mouth may cause her to contract 
the disease. On the other hand, she does not have the problem of dealing 
with an air-borne organism. This simplifies matters, as it is only her 
persen and her clothes that she has to keep uncontaminated. 
Relative to her clothes, there is only one way to be sure that they 
ere uncontaminated, and that is to wear a gown over her uniform. This 
can be taken off when leaving the patient. After the removal of such a 
gown, the nurse should thoroughly wash her hands, using green scap and 
eo brush. She chould then soak them in bichloride of mercury, one to one 
thousand, or some other equally good antiseptic. If bichloride is used, 
the ecaking should be continued for at least five minutes, the whole of 
the expesed surface of the arm being immersed. 
As a farther means of protecting herself the nurse should be pro 
vided with a rubber apron and rubber gloves, reaching half way from 
the dbow to the shoulder, to be worn when she is giving the tub and 
epenge bathe. 
Although I do not know of its being done except in isolated cases, 
yet I believe that the nurse should wear rubber gloves in all of her 
care of the patient where any handling hes to be dene. | 
There ctill remain two or three points which can be dispenced with | 
in @ werd. The nurse should wear her hair co arranged that it will ft 
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stay in place and not fall about her face. The reason will be apparent 
te the next point. The nurse should under no circum- 

stances touch her face with her hands or the cleove of her gown. And 

lastly she should never put any article in her mouth, be it pencil, pin, or 

food, while che ie on duty with a typhoid cass.

I cannot lay teo mech 
emphasis on this last point. I believe many children are little dyepep- 
thes beenuse thie condition ie not studied. If the baby ie weak and 
the beeasts give the milk hard, you must start the flow with geatle 
massage befere putting the infant to the breast, and must allow it to 
susse fer longer peried than you would « stronger child. If you have, 
eo with my patient, a breast giving milk freely, and « hearty nurser, you 
mast be ingenious and in come way arrange matters co that the child will } 
get the feedings mere dewly. 

I believe it is best never to awake a healthy child for feeding; a weak 
baby, of course, has to be handled differently. A weak infant will often 
have te nurse as often as ence in one and half hours, as such child 
tales ep little at ene feeding. If you carefully explain to the mother 
why the peried between feedings chould be at least one and a half hours, 
end call her attention to the physiological effect which the cry of the baby 
hes en the flow of the milk, she will understand.
